GET ready for a cracking

H ackney residents 

struggling to afford 
spiralling rents will be 
the first to benefit from 
the London Living Rent. 

The borough is the first to 
commit to getting 500 new 
homes built under the initiative 
announced by Mayor of London, 
Sadiq Khan. 

The properties - a key part 
of the new Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville’s, manifesto - will 
have rents based on a third of 
average household incomes in the 
borough, and be offered to low 
and middle-income households 
facing rent hikes in the private 


sector. More than 32,000 
households rent privately in 
Hackney, a figure that has doubled 
in 10 years. 

The London Living Rent could 
be set at around £1,000, which 
would save a family renting a 
two-bed private flat £400 per 
month. Full details will be set 
out by the Mayor of London in 
the coming months. 

The project will also support 
the Council’s existing estate 
regeneration programme, which 
is the largest in London, and will 
see thousands of modern, high- 
quality homes for social rent and 
shared ownership built to replace

ageing Council homes that are 
uneconomical to repair. 

Mayor Glanville said: “Hackney 
is already building more social 
housing than anywhere else in 
the capital, and we won’t stop 
building these homes. But it’s 
also vital that there are more 
homes which residents on middle- 
incomes can afford to rent. 

“The London Living Rent will 
help people who work hard but 
are getting priced out of our city, 
which is why I’m proud that my 
first act as Mayor is to pledge that 
Hackney will be the first borough 
to see 500 homes built at this 
affordable level.” 


As part of Mayor Glanville’s 
pledge to put housing at the heart 
of Hackney’s agenda, he has 
appointed two specialist advisers. 
Cllr Sem Moema as Mayoral 
Adviser for Private Renting and 
Housing Affordability, and Cllr 
Rebecca Rennison as Mayoral 
Adviser for Advice Services and 
Preventing Homelessness.

Hackney Children’s Choir

LOCAL children have been making their voices heard 
in a unique collaboration between St Paul’s Church 
West Hackney and the internationally renowned music 
department of St Paul’s Cathedral. 

Open to musically gifted children between the ages of 
eight and 1 1 , the Hackney Children’s Choir is directed by 
Tom Daggett, leader of the Cathedral’s music outreach 
programme. Every Tuesday in term time, they meet after 
school in St Paul’s Church, in Stoke Newington, to rehearse 
a wide variety of choral music from Bach to Britten. 
Reverend Niall Weir, church rector and choir co-founder, 
said: “The choir is a unique opportunity to be part of a 
professionally-run choir. It gives children the enriching 
experience of making music to a high level, a chance to 
develop their potential and a supportive environment of 
musical and behavioural standards.”

Two derelict sites set to be 
turned into affordable housing 

AN ABANDONED pub and a block of ageing bedsits in 
Frampton Park Estate will be transformed into 45 modern 
new homes as part of the Council’s ambitious regeneration 
programme. 

The former Frampton Arms pub, demolished in 2009, 
and Lyttleton House, a block of bedsits on Well Street 
that do not meet modern Council standards, will make 
way for high-quality properties for social rent, shared 
ownership and outright sale after the scheme won 
planning permission last month. The regeneration plans, 
which form part of the Council’s work to build nearly 3,000 
new homes on 1 8 sites across the borough, follow close 
consultation with residents and architects on designs. 

New play areas, waste and recycling improvements and 
cycle storage facilities will also be provided as part of the 
work, which is due to start next year. 

Mayor of Hackney, Philip Glanville, said: “Working closely 
with residents we’re helping to deliver the new generation 
of genuinely affordable housing that Hackney needs. 
“We’re building more social housing than anywhere else 
in London, and our regeneration programme will bring 
thousands more properties to help our borough’s families 
find an affordable place to call home.”

Black arts and activism 

Hackney has a long history of migration and settlement. Black History 
Season celebrates the contribution these communities have made here 


ACKNEY is 
celebrating black 
history and culture 
with a three-month 
long season of free events 
and activities, including 
an exhibition exploring 
black art and activism in 
the borough between the 
1960s and 2000s. 

This year’s Black History 
Season has something for 
all ages, including a theatre 
workshop for young 
people; a screening of the 
film ‘Belle’; history talks; 
and music, story, and craft 
workshops for children. 

One of the highlights is a 
new exhibition at Hackney 


Museum, which opens on 
4 October and explores 
‘people power, migration 
and politics’ in the borough. 

From the cosmopolitan 
art scene of the Caribbean 
and the politics of protest 
in 1960s Britain, to the 
radical use of literature and 
social spaces in the latter 
half of the 20th century, the 
exhibition looks at black 
British art in Hackney over 
the last 50 years. 

The borough has a long 
history of migration and 
settlement, with each new 
community enriching the 
area and leaving its mark 
for future generations. 


Since the 1960s, the area’s 
cheap housing has attracted 
early career artists and 
recent migrants, creating 
a unique environment of 
creativity and inspiration. 


The exhibition focuses on 
the influence of migration, 
generational identity, and 
societal racism on black 
British art. It also looks at 
the impact of these factors 


on grassroots organisations, 
and those who worked hard 
to help drive social change 
through direct action and 
creative projects. 

Through film, 
photography, historical 
objects and shared 
memories, visitors can see 
how African and Caribbean 
heritage influenced and 
helped shape the landscape 
of arts and culture and 
uncover the generational 
experiences of identity, and 
the rise of multiculturalism 
in Hackney. 

Another highlight for this 
year’s Black History Season 
is a performance from 


Jamaican poet and social 
commentator, Mutabaruka. 
He will be revisiting 
excerpts from his radio 
show and poetic repertoire 
and also discussing the 
social issues that affect 
people today. 

Finally, an ‘international 
sporting legends’ workshop, 
for five to nine-year-olds, 
will look at some of the 
world’s most famous black 
athletes, including boxer 
Muhammad Ali and Alice 
Coachman, the first black 
woman to win an Olympic 
gold medal. 

Black History Month

O NCE you’ve 
decided to aim 
for the very 
highest level, you 
have to give it absolutely 
everything,” says Ade 
Orogbemi. Adding: “You 
have to put that thing first 
and put everything else to 
one side.” 

He should know. The 
wheelchair basketball player 
has represented Great 
Britain in three consecutive 
Paralympic Games and has 
only just returned from Rio, 
where his team won bronze. 

“I was born in Lagos, 
Nigeria, but came to 
Hackney when I was about 
11,” he recalls. Adding: 

“It was a bit of a shock, 
everything was different - 
from the temperature to the 
way of life. But you learn to 
adapt as you go along.” 

Sudden changes are a 
feature of Ade’s life. In 


1997 he was coming home 
from Hackney Community 
College when a man 
stopped him on Mare Street. 

Ade says: “He asked me 
if I was interested in trying 
wheelchair basketball. I 
knew nothing at all about 
it. I was into football, and 
had played a little table 
tennis but that was all. But it 
sounded interesting.” 

The man was Leroy 
Dobson, who had set up 
the Hackney Sparrows 
wheelchair basketball team 
in 1987. He saw something 
in the young Ade that 
afternoon, and soon he 
was picking him up every 
Wednesday and ferrying 
him to practice sessions. 

“The first time I got on 
the court I just thought: 
wow,” says Ade. Adding: 

“It was like flying in my 
chair, it was so liberating 
and eye opening.” 

Six months later, Leroy 
told him that he been invited 
to try out for the GB youth 


team. Ade recalls: “That’s 
when I got my first sense 
that it was something 
I might be able to do 
seriously. But it wasn’t till 
1999, when I got invited 
to train with the GB senior 
squad that I saw how far I 
could go. 

“Everything was different 
there. You had to take 
everything very seriously, 
get everywhere on time. 

The coach wouldn’t take 


any rubbish at all from 
you. I realised what a huge 
commitment it would mean. 
And how much dedication 
I’d need. But I had to do it 
to give myself a chance to 
make this happen.” 

During those years, Ade 
put sport before everything, 
travelling Europe and 
competing for some of the 
continent’s leading club 
teams including Zwickau in 
Germany and Porto Torres 


in Italy. He made his major 
international debut at the 
European Championships 
in 2003, and represented 
Great Britain at three World 
Championships. Still, he 
says, waiting to hear if he 
had made it into Team GB 
for the Beijing Paralympic 
Games was, ‘terrifying’. 

Ade recalls: “The squad 
were brought into a waiting 
room, to hear their fate. 

You went into a room, 
one by one, to hear if we’d 
been chosen to compete in 
Beijing, then left by the back 
door so the other players 
didn’t find out whether 
you’d been selected or not.” 

The moment he was told 
that he had been selected 
for the Paralympics was, he 
says: “One of the happiest 
of my life.” 

Four years later, the 
feeling of competing in 
his home town, so close 
to Victoria Park where his 
family still lives today, was 
‘indescribable’. 


Ade recalls: “The seats 
were absolutely packed. It 
was nine at night and when 
we pushed out onto that 
court it was like nothing 
else I’ve ever experienced. 
Everywhere you went, 
people would stop and say, 
‘we’re rooting for you’.” 

This summer’s 
Paralympics in Rio were 
also phenomenal. Ade says: 
“Our target was to take the 
top four. With each game, 
you get closer to those 
medals, and by the quarter 
final, you know it’s a knock 
out. Lose that game, and 
you’ve lost your dream.” 

They didn’t lose, however, 
and Ade and his teammates 
were wearing bronze medals 
yet again. 

As soon as the Games 
were over, Ade flew back 
to Spain where he now lives 
with his wife. You might 
think he’d earned a long 
break but, he says: “At my 
age you’ve just got to keep 
on going...”

O IL your chain 
and pump up 
your tyres: the 
brand new three 
kilometre ‘Wetlands to 
Wetlands’ cycling route, 
linking Hackney with 
Walthamstow, is now 
open and ready for riding. 

The Council, in 
partnership with the 
London Borough of 
Waltham Forest and 
London Wildlife Trust, has 
created a well-signed and lit 
route between Woodberry 
Wetlands in Hackney and 
Walthamstow Wetlands. 
The new ‘greenway’ 


route avoids busy 
roads - such as 
Amhurst Park and 
Seven Sisters Road 
- by linking parks, 
marshland, quiet 
back roads 
and towpaths. 

Trees have been 
planted along the 
stretch, and new 
lighting has been 
installed for the 
darker evenings. 

A new cycle 
ramp over Spring 
Hill bridge will 
also make it easier 
for cyclists to

wheel their bikes 
over the River 
Lea and into 
Walthamstow 
Wetlands. 

Additional 
work is planned 
for some 
junctions, to 
further improve 
the route which 
will be linked 
to several other 
‘greenway’ 
routes to Central 
London, Queen 
Elizabeth 
Olympic 
Park and 


Walthamstow. 

A £120,000 grant from 
the Mayor of London’s Big 
Green Fund has helped pay 
for the route, which was 
supported by more than 
1,700 people online in a 
Big Green Fund public poll. 

The wetlands are an 
oasis for urban wildlife, 
including birds, bats, 
aquatic life, plants and 
trees. It is hoped that 
the new greenway will 
encourage people to 
venture outdoors more, 
get active and explore the 
abundance of nature on 
their doorstep. 



Bike hangar painted by local street artist opens 


HACKNEY’S 150th 
bike hangar, painted by 
local street artist Tony J 
Driver, is now open for 
residents to keep their 
bicycles secure and dry 
on Gore Road, near 
Victoria Park. 

The hangar is only 
the second bespoke 
painted unit in London, 
and the Council is 


planning more. Painted 
hangars are set to be 
commissioned to raise 
the profile of local artists. 

Hackney has the 
highest level of cycle 
commuting in London. 
At least half of all trips 
undertaken in the 
borough are by foot and 
bike, and demand for 
bike storage continues 


to grow. The Council 
receives thousands of 
requests to provide bike 
hangars a year, and there 
are plans to deliver a 
further 25 units within 
this financial year. 

The bike hangars are 
part of the Council’s 
commitment to 
encouraging cycling, as 
part of its drive towards 


sustainable transport. 
Other initiatives include 
free cycle training for 
adults and children, 
and a £10 a month cycle 
loan scheme.

Hackney’s Children’s Services 
praised in Ofsted report 


THE Council has been praised in a report from Ofsted, 
after its Children’s Services were rated ‘good’ overall, 
with the experiences and progress of care leavers 
‘outstanding’. 

The City and Hackney Local Safeguarding Children’s 
Board (LSCB), which was included in the inspection, is the 
first in the country to be rated ‘outstanding’. 

Following the four-week inspection period in July, Ofsted 
said that senior figures in Hackney ‘have high aspirations 
for local children and this leads to good outcomes’, 
and highlighted that ‘young people leaving care in 
Hackney have exceptionally positive outcomes, receiving 
outstanding services leading to sustained improvements 
^ in their lives’. 

wL The report also notes that Children’s Services 
in Hackney has excellent in-house clinical 
k || services providing swift access to mental health 
M support; adoption services are dynamic and well 
Mp managed; fostering services are effective and 
supports carers, ensuring quality care for children; 
and children at risk of child exploitation, including 
those who are looked after, receive good quality multi- 
agency support. 

Ofsted reported that the City and Hackney LSCB is an 
outstanding board with ‘strong and credible leadership’, 
citing its ‘exemplary effectiveness’ in holding partners to 
account, and its ‘ambitious resolve to be the best it can 
be’, which is making a real difference to children’s lives.

N the early part of the 
20th century, black 
theatre in Britain relied 
heavily on imports 
from around the world, 
particularly New York. 

There were exceptions, 
like ‘Calypso’ which opened 
in London in 1948. It was 
the first musical with a 
Caribbean cast and theme. 
The date was significant. 
Opening night was a month 
before the Windrush ship 
brought the first Caribbean 
migrants to Britain. 

Immigration in the late 
1950s and early 1960s, 
saw a wave of Caribbean 
writers arrive in Britain. For 
those who joined the small 
but growing black theatre 
community in Britain, the 
struggle to create space for 
- and to voice - their own 
aspirations and views of 
themselves and the world 
was symptomatic of a 


wider struggle for national 
independence and dignified 
personal survival. 

While radio provided 
opportunities, with a 
person’s colour hidden 
from view, amateur or semi- 
professional club theatres 
offered very few openings. 
Access to the professional 
stage, television and film 
was severely restricted for 
newly arrived migrants. 

This gradually began to 
change as pioneers pushed 
the boundaries and created 
opportunities for talented 
people marginalised by 
other avenues, such as The 
Negro Theatre Workshop. 

It was established in 1961 
by Edric and Pearl Connor 
from Trinidad and they 
called together a large group 
of black actors and writers, 
mostly Caribbean, to found 
the organisation. Its aim was 
to put on productions that 
would provide experience 
and improve standards in 
every branch of the theatre. 


Through lack of finance, 
it never had its own theatre, 
but instead organised classes 
and produced plays in 
churches, town halls and 
community centres such as 
King’s Hall in Clapton. 

Theatre of Black Women 
was established in Dalston 
in 1982 by Bernardine 
Evaristo, Patricia Hilaire 
and Paulette Randall, in 
response to the lack of roles 
for black actors at the time. 

Its aim was to promote 
positive depictions of black 
women. The characters 
were independent, and 
shown discovering and 
celebrating their own black 
identity and supporting 
one another. The company 
ran workshops on drama 


and theatre writing for 
young women in Hackney. 
The co-founders are still 
active artistic practitioners, 
and Paulette Randall was 
Associate Director for the 
London 2012 Olympic 
Opening Ceremony. 

Sistren Theatre Collective 
began as an organisation 
of working class women 
who used popular theatre 
techniques to explore the 
social, political and legal 
conditions and status of 
Jamaican women. Focusing 
particularly on poor black 
women, Sistren used 
personal stories to critique a 
system which discriminated 
against women on the basis 
of gender, class and colour. 

The collective toured 


Hackney in 1990 to share 
these techniques with local 
women, many of whom 
had roots in Jamaica and 
identified with the collective. 

The Black Theatre 
Co-operative (now Nitro) 
was founded in 1979 by 
Trinidadian playwright 
Mustapha Matura, and 
director Charlie Hanson. 

Frustrated by the lack 
of interest from London 
fringe theatres in Matura’s 
new play ‘Welcome Home 
Jacko’, Matura and Hanson 
set up their own theatre 
company. The play was 
presented at The Factory in 
Paddington, in May 1979. 

It marked the beginnings 
of the Black Theatre 
Co-operative. The company 
supported, commissioned 
and produced work by 
black writers in Britain, 
including productions at 
Hoxton Hall. 

Black theatre movements 
such as these supported 
a growing pool of skilled 


actors and the development 
of a network of university, 
community and arts venues 
prepared to present diverse 
work showed a change 
in attitudes in British 
theatre. This was reflected 
by people’s experiences 
in Hackney where black 
British theatre found a 
supportive audience and has 
continued to flourish.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 201 4. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville, was directly elected by the borough in 
September 201 6. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and 
all Council services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.

• 6 eggs 

• 4 smoked mackerel fillets 

• 2 tbsp olive oil 

• 1 bunch of spring onions 

• 1 tbsp ground cumin 

• 1 tbsp ground coriander 
seeds 

• 1 tsp turmeric 

• 1 head of cauliflower, 
separated into florets 

• Lime, optional 

• Plain yoghurt, to serve. 
For the bulgur wheat 

• 300g fine bulgur wheat 

• 3 cloves garlic 

• 4 bay leaves 

• 2 tsp turmeric 

• Handful of parsley. 


Method 

• Pre-heat the oven to 200 degrees 

• Boil a pot of water for the eggs. Once the water is boiling 
gently lower the eggs in and cook for 8-9 minutes. Drain 
and put under cold water to stop them cooking; once cool 
enough peel and set aside 

• Cover the bulgur wheat with boiling water, add the bay 
leaves, garlic cloves, turmeric and leave, covered, for 1 0 
minutes 

• Place cauliflower florets onto a baking tray and drizzle over 
1 tablespoon of olive oil. Roast for 5-7 minutes until golden 
and tender 

• Slice the spring onions and gently fry in olive oil with the 
turmeric, cumin and coriander for 5-1 0 minutes. Once 
cooked add to the bulgur 

• Remove the mackerel from the skin and flake into the rice. 
Add in the spring onion mix and cauliflower, cut the egg 
into quarters and serve on top of the bulgur wheat 

• Season with pepper and serve with plain yoghurt and a 
squeeze of lime.
